Clerk Does About 


Face, Backs Plan 


For Administrator 


County Clerk George Jones, who 
has in the past opposed appoint­ 
aient of a county administrative of­ 
ficer, told the board of supervisors 
this morning “the time has come 
for creation of such a department ” 
He urged it be organised by July 1, 
start of the new fiscal year. 
“I believe," Jones said, in a letter 
to the board, “that the creation of 
such an office as administered by a 
person qualified and free of all pol­ 
itical ties operating independently of 
any of the present county depart­ 
ments, other than the Personnel 
Commission, would not become an 
added burden on the taxpayers.” 
The county clerk noted that “for 
many years” at the board’s request 
his department had “taken on added 
duties not required of my office by 
law. I have accepted these assign­ 
ments in the interest of economy 
and to effect a savings to the tax­ 
payers in this county. These assign­ 
ments Include purchasing, building 
maintenance and janitorial service 
telephone exchange and postage 
machine. These could be tiansferred 
to the new department commencing 
with the new fiscal year July 1, and 
I would request that I be relieved 
of these duties when such a depart­ 
ment is created" 
INVENTORY LETTER 
Jones’ recommendations came as 
part of a letter regarding the pro­ 
posed county inventory. The clerk 
urged that no action be taken in 
making an inventory until recom­ 
mendations of the Koeger study be 
put Into effect.

BETTER CHANCE 
"Why do this job piecemeal?” 
asked »1rs. Schultz. If an adminis­ 
trative officer is created by resolu­ 
tion, if he is given the authority 
and backing by the supervisors and 
he is the right person, he has a 
greater chance to do the job than if 
he is only given limited authority.” 
Whiteley estimated the cost to set 
up an administrative department tor 
Marin this year would be <30,000. 
“I dont know where we are going to 
get that money," he declared. He 
said a personnel man and secretary 
probably would cost the county "a- 
bout $10,000."

If the freeway were built, a cross­ 
ing would be built at the north end 
of the Richardson Bay bridge, which 
would be replaced by a 6-lane divid­ 
ed bridge with an underpass. 
Booker said the State Highway 
Commission has considered replace­ 
ment of the Richardson Bay bridge 
for the past four or five years, with 
the uppermost question, “how long 
will it stand?” 
He did not say how long it might 
remain a safe bridge, but said re­ 
placement of it would run two and 
a half to three million dollars. With 
Marin county receiving a little more 
than a million dollars a year from 
state gasoline taxes, it would be at 
least two years before the new bridge 
could be built, he pointed out. 
Booker said he could not promise 
Marin county anything, guarantee 
funds or order special projects such 
as a traffic controlled intersection 
along the Alto strip, because his 
office can only study the problems, 
prepare plans and make recommen­ 
dations to the State Division of 
Highways. 
The division then makes 
allot­ 
ments on the basis of 
statewide 
needs. The county could get the 
intersection 
sooner, 
he said, by 
county financing. 
He said traffic lights would cost 
10 to 12 thousand dollars, and build­ 
ing the intersection, involving re­ 
alignment of traffic lanes and pro­ 
viding left turn lan« would cost 
50 to 75 thousand dollars.

Philip A. LeCornec, veteran San 
Rafael police officer, died suddenly 
yesterday after he had completed 
his duly patrolman’s duties in the 
city. 
The 50-year-old officer, who was 
born and raised ip San Rafael, died 
at his home at 100 First street at 
about 4:30 pm. He was found by 
Sgt. Jay Fletcher of the police de­ 
partment. 
Officer LeOornec returned to the 
police station around 4 pm. aft« 
making his last patrol through San 
Rafael. 
While in the station he 
complained about a pain in 
his 
chest and asked Sgt. Fletcher to 
drive him home. 
Before leaving the police car, Le 
Cornec asked the sergeant to re­ 
turn in about 36 minutes “to check 
on smi because my wife is out.” 
When Fletcher returned, he said he 
heard the telephone ringing in the 
LeCornec home but the patrolman 
failed to answer his knock on the 
door. 


PRONOUNCED DEAD 
Fietch« forced hie way into the 
home and found LeCornec lying on 
a couch. LeCornec was pronounced 
dead by Dr. Rafael Dufficy, . ^ 
An autopy was due to be per­ 
formed today but officials of the 
Harry Williams mortuary said the 
apparent cause of death was a 
heart attack. 
The patrolman Joined the police 
department on April 1, 1839 and 
had the longest continuous service 
oi any man on the force. 
Chief Frank Kelly and 14.. Charles 
Chiesa said, “He was tn excellent 
officer, he specialized in investiga­ 
tions of criminal cases.”

Last Look At 


Son She Slew 


Mrs. Maggie Hall could only weep 
“My Baby. My Baby!" today as 
she viewed the body of h « slain 
two-year-old son, Charles Hall Jr. 
She was taken to the mortuary 
by deputies who have been keeping 
a suicide watch on the Marin City 
woman since she confessed to the 
killing of the child cm Saturday. 
Deputies said Mrs, Hail appeared 
to be aware of the situation at the 
mortuary and did not make a fur­ 
ther complaint of “bullets rattling 
in my brain.” 
She made that complaint during 
the weekend and prompted District 
Attorney William O. Weissich to 
order an X-ray. Dr. G. D. Schmidt, 
who arranged for the X-ray said 
he could not comment on the re­ 
sults until he had conferred with a 
roentgenologist—a specialist in the 
field of X-ray treatment. 
Weissich said he had been told 
Mrs. Hall was hit by gunfire dur­ 
ing a childhood hunting accident. 
The baby, wrapped tn h it “fav­ 
orite blanket,” Is due to be baited 
tomorrow from the Frank J. Kea­ 
ton mortuary In Saasahto to 
Mount Tamalpais cemetery. Dep­ 
uties said Mrs. Hal! “probably 
will not attend the funeral.” 
Meanwhile, the Marin City mother 
appeared in municipal court yes­ 
terday and was arraigned on charges 
of murder. Judge N. Charles Brusa- 
tori appointed attorneys A. E. Bag- 
shaw and Guy Ciocca to defend h«. 
Weissich mentioned today that 
Charles Hall, divorced husband of 
the woman, had admitted threaten­ 
ing Mrs. Hall with reports that he 
would take the child away from her 
‘but he said he didn’t mean it, he 
was only teasing her.” 
Mrs. Hall had explained previous­ 
ly she slashed the baby’s throat to 
prevent h « husband from taking 
the child. 
Nevertheless, Weissich said he did 
not see how legal action could be 
taken against the father for his 
reported threats to the mother.

were a realistic approach made to 
the reassessment at business prop­ 
erty." 


BEHIND THE TIMES 
It makes the surprise announce­ 
ment that some commercial a:eas.

Hospital Rates To 
Go Up As Nurses' 
Pay Raise Looms 


Higher room rates in Marin coun­ 
ty hospitals are likely soon be­ 
cause of increasing costs including 
the need for raising nurses’ salaries. 
This was indicated last night at 
a meeting of Marin General Hospi­ 
tal board of directors. The board 
meets again 1 pm. Friday to discuss 
the whole question of budget esti­ 
mates for the coming fiscal year and 
the anticipated operation deficits 
that are expected from the need to 
advance polio funds. 
that time, 
nurses’ salaries and room rates are 
expected to come up for discussion 
and action. 
Last night’s discussion boiled down 
to two 
alternatives—cither 
raise- 
room rates or increase taxes. Board 
members felt that they are commit­ 
ted to operating the hospital with­ 
out raising taxes. The remaining 
alternative is high« room rates. 
RATE UNIFORMITY’ 
Indication that any rate raise at 
Marin General Hospital would mean 
similar changes at both San Rafael 
and Ross Hospitals came in state* 
meats from the administrator and 
board member?. Concensus was that 
rate uniformity must be maintained 
at all three hospitals. 
Question of nurses* salaries came 
up with a report from Hospital Ad­ 
ministrator William Weeks that San 
Francisco hospitals had raised nur­ 
ses* pay retroactive to January and 
t sat room rente had been hiked 62 
p « day since the first of this year. 
If Marin General is to conform 
with the San Francisco pay raise

Biggest deficit expected for the 
coming year is polio funds, the ad­ 
ministrator pointed out.

Another item to be discussed this

The break­ 
down of departmental budgets showed the 
figures for the 1952-55 final budget, the de­ 
partment requests for 1955-54 and the increase 
or decrease. But that was not all. 
Seven other columns were provided on the 
sheets, all bare of figures. They provide space 
for the 1955-54 preliminary budget; increase or 
decrease of this over the ’52 '55 final budget; 
increase or decrease over the ’55-’54 department 
requests. Then came the space for the final

Tentative plana of Marin build­ 
ers for redevelopment of Marin City 
meet with the approval of the Ma­ 
rin County Housing Authority com­ 
missioners. 
However, commissioners still want 
tc know what kind of underwriting 
the builders plan to get as insur­ 
ance against a possible deficit. 
These points were made yesterday 
afternoon at a meeting with super­ 
visors, housing commissioners and 
representatives of Marin builders.

Builders, stressed his group wants 
assurance that if it redevelops the 
area at Marin City that now con­ 
tains houses it will also be able to 
obtain the larger undeveloped area 
in the federal housing project 
Filippo said a group of contrac­ 
tors would organise into a corpora­ 
tion In order to develop plans for 
rtBconstructkm of the area Into low 
rental and other housing. 
The Housing Authority, at the re­ 
quest of the supervisors, have ap­ 
plied for purchase of the developed 
land at Marin City for the 1041 
purchase price. Before completing 
the arrangement with the federal 
government, commissioners said they 
wanted assurance that an adequate 
agreement can be made with pri­ 
vet* builders to take over the area 
later. ; 
The group learned yesterday that 
federal funds will not be made avail­ 
able for a survey of tenants to de­ 
termine their economic standing and 
Jeeirt for new housing, Instead, 
Marin City tenants will be asked to 
volunteer their services in making 
a door to door survey with a mim­ 
eographed questionnaire which will 
be developed by County Planning 
Director Mery Summers 
Supervisor Mrs. Vera Schulte ex­ 
pressed concern over a possible de­ 
ficit that might be faced by the 
hearing authority if and when it 
takes over tram the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
Omar McNally, commission chair­ 
man, said the budget for the next 
fiscal year ihows a profit of only 
tf cents per housing unit. The low 
profit figure was attributed partly 
to the large? number of vacant units 
this year compared to last year and 
the higher cost of oil. Vacant now 
are 150 units compared to about 100 
lest year. 
There was some discussion about 
the possibility of the authority 
either increasing rates or charg­ 
ing an additional flat per unit fee 
for utilities.

BUILDING PRESERVED 
The Pantheon is the only edifice 
in Rome, which has come down 
through the ages in perfect preser­ 
vation. Having b4en dedicated to 
Christian worship, it was saved from 
decay that so many other structures 
suffered, and i* considered a monu­ 
mental link between the ancient 
and modem city. It was founded in 
the year 27 B.C., to commemorate 
the victory of Actium over Anthony 
and Cleopatra After being greatly 
damaged during the conflagration 
in the reign of Titus, (AD. 80) It 
was magnificently restored by Had­ 
rian. (AD. 110-125) and dedicated 
to the Gods of the seven planets. 
The columns and entablature of 
the portico, are Inscribed with the 
names of Agrippa, Septiminus and 
Caracalla, the first, being thought 
to be those of the earliest structure, 
and the latter two, when they had 
subsequently restored it. Closed and 
abandoned under the first Christian 
emperors, it was reopened for use 
by Pope Boniface IV, In 60®. Many 
of the bones of martyrs were placed 
here at that time, being moved from 
the catacombs. 


GRANITE COLUMNS 
The portico is supported by 16 
huge granite columns, measuring 46 
feet in height. Interior is supposed 
to be in it’s original form—the dome 
has an opening 26 feet in diameter, 
this giving the only light within. 
Floor is of eostiy marbles, and be­ 
low is a drain, to carry off the rain 
which enters from the top opening 
The Pantheon now contains the 
tombs of the Kings of Italy—Victor 
Emmanuel n, (1878) and Humbert 
I, (i$00). It is also the burial place 
of the famous artist, Rafael, and 
many other important persons. 
The city has grown up around this 
famous building, giving* it Httie 
chance of a pleasant effect. How­ 
ever, it is visited by hundreds, daily. 
The interior Is really magnificent, 
and well worth the time to go there, 
and »iudy its architecture. Hi other 
words—“get lost” In Rome, and you 
will surely find something worth 
while.

Public Misled By 


Publication Of 


Education Unit 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—A reper­ 
cussion of the tabled public school 
Bible reading bill hit the Assembly 
yesterday when John L. E, Collier, 
chairman of the Assembly Educa­ 
tion committee, rose to take issue 
with an item appearing in the Pasa­ 
dena Education Association publica­ 
tion. 
Collier exhibited the publication 
to other legislators, pointing to a 
boxed notice appearing on its front 
page, which read: 
“Please Write Now! To: John 
(Bud) Collier . . . telling him that 
the California Teachers Association 
DOES SPEAK for the teachers of 
Southern California. 
“During a hearing on the Bible- 
reading bill Collier expressed doubt 
that the California Teachers Asso­ 
ciation really represent California 
teachers, according to 
Arthur F. 
Corey, CTA’s executive secretary.” 
The notice appeared over the 
name of Evelyn Enches, chairman, 
PEA Legislative committee. 
It was Collier’s committee that 
tied up the Bible MU recently. 
The statement drew hot 
retort 
from Collier, who said, in part: 
T caU this particularly to the at­ 
tention of the members of the As­ 
sembly Education committee, who 
heard the bill, and they know full 
well that I made no such statement 
as that, 
or any resembling that. 
And here it is, for aU the teachers 
of the Pasadena school system to 
read that X did such a thing. 
“I don’t blame the teachers fer 
this at aH. I merely eaU it to yoor 
attention, to shew how the pub­ 
lic can be misled by information 
such as this.’’ 
The Bible bill was opposed in 
Collier’s committee hearing by Ro- 


Dwight Murphy of Santa Barbara 
who said the racing board wanted 
to be assured there would be no 
interruption of racing “for at least 
three yeart. 
He said the more was an effort 
to end the bitter dispute between 
the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent 
and 
Protective Association and Califor­ 
nia tracks over the HBPA's demands 
for 40 per cent of the pari-mutuel 
take received by the tracks. 
California had operated under the 
4-3-2 formula by which racing as­ 
sociations distributed four per cent 
of the first 10 million dollars of 
pari-mutuel handle, three per cent 
of the next 10 million dollars and 
two per cent of the balance. 
Under the new formula the dis­ 
tribution is increased to a 4-3-2.7 
per cent scale. On a pari-mutuel 
handle of $100,000,000 the new for­

Cancer In Rats 


BY ALTON BLAKESLEE

LOS ANGELES UP) - Sure-fire 
100 per cent cures in rats of the 
most deadly known form of cancer 
show “the possibility of someday 
killing some human cancers with 
chemicals,” a scientist said today. 
Until a few years ago, no drug 
had cured even a single animal 
cancer. 
The drug is one nicknamed TEM 
As yet it has done very little against 
any human cancers, which are dif- 
erent. 
% 


CURES ONE FORM 
The tact that it cures all of one 
form of cancer in the rats is im­ 
portant. Equally important 1» that 
the scientist is learning how it does 
this complete curing something 
never achieved before. 
This animal cure was described 
to science writers on an American 
Cancer Society tour by researchers 
of the University of California at 
Los Angeles Medical School. 
Dr. Riojun Kinosita, a patholo­ 
gist, finds that TEM always will 
cure a special form of cancer, known 
as Yoshida rat ascites sarcoma. It 
is the fastest-killing kind of cancer 
ever found. Rats will die seven days 
after getting this cancer. 
In humans, TEM and some of its 
relatives have so far only won tem­ 
porary improvements in some forms 
of cancer. 
Last week, however, a Boston doc­ 
tor reported that an allied drug, 
TEPA, has temporarily banished 
melanoma in some human patients. 
This Is the black cancer which is 
the most quickly-fatal cancer in 
humans.

POSSIBILITIES 
Dr. Kinosita said discoveries of 
how TEM manages to halt cancer 
growth in rats, “are important, for 
they show the possibility of killing 
some human cancers with chemi­ 
cals” 
A second cure, again only In rats, 
is won with a chemical which close­ 
ly resembles one of the essential 
components of protein tissue, such 
as muscle, nerves and other body 
organs. 
-<■ 
This man-made chemical is Eth- 
loeine, which is just slightly dif­ 
ferent from Methionine, a natural 
building block of protein tissue. It 
can be fed In food given to animals. 
In one type of transplanted can­ 
cer, it fools the cancer cell». They 
accept it as the McCoy, and it jams 
their machinery so they can’t make 
protein and grow.

Richmond Project 


Residents Protest 


Loyalty Oath 


MARTINEZ, m - Fifteen resi­ 
dents of Richmond housing projects 
filed suit in Contra Costa Superior 
Court yesterday for an injunction 
to prevent their eviction for fail­ 
ure to sign a loyalty oath. 
Superior Judge Norman A. Gregg 
signed a temporary order restrain­ 
ing the Richmond Housing Au­ 
thority from evicting the group end 
set a hearing for Friday at Rich­ 
mond. 
The suit, filed for the group by 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
was designed aa a test to determine 
the constitutionality of a law passed 
by Congress last June. It requires 
persons living in federally-assisted 
housing projects to swear they are 
not members of some 806 organiza­ 
tions described by the U. S. Attorney 
General’s office as subversives. 
The suit said the plaintiff« are 
all loyal citizens who are not mem­ 
bers of the listed subversive organi­ 
zations. They said the loyalty oath 
requirement violates their constitu­ 
tional rights of freedom of speech, 
association and assembly; due pro­ 
cess of law and guarantees against 
self -incrimination and imposes an 
unconstitutional condition on the 
enjoyment of a privilege. 
Ernest Be&sig, northern California 
director of the ACLU, said all but 
one of the plaintiffs were Universi­ 
ty of California graduate students, 
mr their wives. 
He said several UC instructors 
who have already signed the state 
Levering loyalty oath feel “this is 
Just one too many oaths.” 


Threg similar test suits are pend­ 
ing in Eastern courts. Another was 
filed by the ACLU in Los Angeles in 
February.

Severe Nosebleeds Can Be 
Serious, Require Treatment 


By HERMAN N. BUN DE SEN, MJ>. 
One of the most frequent medical 
emergencies a doctor is called on 
to treat is a severe nosebleed. 
Many haphazard measures are 
used in treating this emergency. 
Some place metal at the back of 
the neck or paper under the lip, 
while others place ice on the back 
of the neck. Eighty per cent of all 
the cases can be expected to stop 
bleeding by themselves. However, a 
physician uses more s c i e n t i f i c 
methods. 
While a nosebleed is usually not

serious, especially in ^children and 
young adults, the prolonged bleed­ 
ing may become quite serious. 
Deaths have been reported from 
neglected severe nosebleeds. 
Now as to the cause. Sometimes 
it is thought that nosebleeds are 
due to deficiencies in the dotting 
mechanism of the blood. This is 
rarely the case. Most often it is 
due to a breaking of a blood vessel 
within the nose. 
Most nosebleeds are controllable 
by simple pressure. A person can 
usually stop his nosebleed if it is 
not severe by leaning forward and 
pinching the end of his nose for 
ten or fifteen minutes. Most nose­ 
bleeds will stop in this way. Very 
severe nosebleeds will not stop In 
this manner, however, and this is 
where the doctor comes into the 
picture. 


DUE TO INJURIES 
In young adults, an injury to the 
cose due to a fight or other type 
of accident is one of the most fre­ 
quent causes for nosebleeds. Usu­ 
ally, when it is due to injury, the 
bleeding may be very severe and 
drastic measures may be needed to 
stop it 
In those with constant nosebleeds, 
it has bran found that a deficiency 
in vitamin O or ascorbic acid may 
be at fault. 
Certain diseases, such as whooping 
cough, tuberculosis, scarlet fever, 
rheumatic fever, high blood pressure 
and severe liver disorders may have 
nosebleeds as their first sign of the 
disease. 


In the severe nosebleed that is 
very difficult to stop, a physician 
often has to be call«!. Itie physi­ 
cian will try packing the nose in 
order to stop the bleeding. How­ 
ever, if this method does not work, 
he sometimes has to resort to pack­ 
ing the back portion of the nose. 
A rubber tube is passed through 
the no« into the throat. It is then 
pulled out through the mouth and a 
string attacked to it on which a 
pack of gauze or doting substance, 
such as thrombin, is attached. The 
rubber tube is then pulled through 
the no« as is the string and the 
pack is pulled into plaoe in back 
of the nose. 
Usually, very severe nosebleeds 
are stopped in this manner. If the 
bleeding does not atop with this 
method, surgery may have to be 
resorted to and the blood vessel 
supplying the no« tied off in order 
to stop the bleeding. 
However, it is well to remember 
that in all ca«s of nosebleeds, the 
cause should be found. This is es­ 
pecially true in people who suffer 
from frquent no«bleeds.

Tiny Babies Should Be Pampered Not 
Punished, For Feelings Of Security 
Don’t ever spank a baby. Not ever. 
It's the worst sin a parent can com­ 
m it Foe the first year of your baby’s 
life, refrain from punishing him 
Tne fust year at least. Do I make 
myself clear? He needs love and 
more love. He doesn't need punish­ 
ment. 


The best advice I can give the 
mother of a wee baby is for her to 
try to spoil him. She can’t really do 
it. He can’t team enough at that 
stage to be spoiled. But he can pick 
up some blessed feelings of security 
and safety. He can acquire a sense 
that no matter what happens, moth­ 
er will protect him. He can learn 
that he is loved and wanted. Such 
feelings make possible the develop­ 
ment of a balanced, happy person­ 
ality. They are essential. So try to 
spoil him. Be his slave. 


Around the third birthday most 
youngsters begin to experiment with I 
independence. They try all sorts of 
good and bad behavior. Some of the 
‘things they do are dangerous. It’s 
at this stage that corporal punish-! 
ment may have a place in the proper 
rearin’ of your offspring. But even 
then, spank sparingly. If you spank

for minor offenses you’ll find you 
have no adequate way to impress 
your small rebel with the import­ 
ance of things that realiy-matter.
